PReagan s Plans Promise 
Little for Chinatown

SAN FRANCISCO 一 President 
Reagans State of the Union 
Address last Tuesday night has 
done little to assuage fears in the 
local community about the effects

Community Problems Persist 
Despite investment Influx 


Since the announcement of Hong Kong's Carrian 
Group to _ build a 68-story building in downtowan 
Oakland and the sale of San Franciscos China Basin 
Building to a Hong Kong real estate tycoon, there has 
been much talk recently about Asian money coming 


to the United States. 


It is a fact that during the pastthree decades, many 
_Asian businessmen were able to amass a fortune ipn 
trade, industrial development and real estate dealings 
ip many, regions in 了 ast Asia. And in recent years; 


tensions 


in Southeast Asia have driven 


these 


businessmen to look to America for investment and 


resettlement. 


There is nothing wrong in this. America certainly 
welcomes their business expertise and investments. 
But what bothers us is the attention these 记 vestments 
are getting, and the rumor that all Asian newcomers 
are wealthy and they will soon take over everything. 

The truth is that there is far more money coming 
位 om Canada, Europe and the Midqddle East to invest 
iD real estate，industrial development and other 
business opportunities in the United States, than from 
Asian countries. And most of the Asian newcomers in 
recent years are refugees who are still struggling to 
climnb above the poverty line. Asian American com- 
munities have not benefitted from the Carrian project 
and the China Basin Buildqing sale which generated 
many rumors and much speculation.，Problems in

and many other areas still remain in our commumnity.

Senate Voting Rights 


Act Testimony Begins 


WASHINGTON 一 At a one- 
week delayed Senate Judiciary 
subcommittee hearing on' the 
|Voting ， Rights ， Act， Attorney 
General William French Smith 
last week testified that the Reagan 
Administration Supports a 10-year 
extension of the Voting Rights Act， 
but opposed key provisions of 让 
which civil rights leaders and 
Senate liberals say are necessary to 
make the actenforceable. 

Smith hailed the law as the 
“centerpiece”of civil rights legisla- 
tion approved by Congress in the 
1960s _ and testified that the 
Administration favors provisions 
for bilingual voting assistance at 
polling places and a new “bail- 
out ”proceditire for states that have 
proved they are not discriminating 
against minorities.

However，Smith also testified 
that he opposed a new provision to 
make “results” rather than 
intent”the test for discrimina- 
tion under the law. That provision 
is Supported by civil rights groups 
and was included in the Voting 
Rights Act extension bill approved 
389 to 24 by the House jlast 
October. .Smith charged that the 
piIovision would lead to an “up- 
heaval in the electoral and redis- 
tricting Processes and to“propor- 
tional Tepresentation” according 
to racial quotas rather than tbe 
individual representation guar- 
anteed by the Constitution. :(Act- 
ually，the House version specifies 
that disproportionate representa- 
tion shall not, in and of itself; be 
grounds for discrimination ,)

Reiko True，of the SF Public 
Health Dept, testified that refugee 
needs for mental health services 
are especially acute. In fiscal 
1980-81，$1.25 million was allo- 
cated for mental health programs， 
but these were deemed non- 
essential by the California Dept. 
of Social Services. and eliminated 
in October. True said that“con- 
Servative” estimates .put the 
number of refugees in need of 
mental health services at 10 和 ，or 
around 25,000 in the city and 
county of SF 

While nearly all the speakers 
called for collaborative efftorts on 
the part of the public and private 
sectors，Betty Armstrong :of the 
American Council for National- 
ities Services warmned that private 
initiative and charitable giving 
cannot be expected to make up for 
government cutbacks. 

While increases in the United 
Way donations slightly exceeded 
the inflation rate this past year for 
the Past time since the Korean 
War，community agencies will

We have 
no language skills or jobs，Now 
there are no social services to- help 
us Solve our Problems and learn to 
live in the US.” 

He also said that changes in 
eligibility are confusing and 
refugees are often uncertain where 
to go for help.“We want to keep 
OUI self-respect and that of our 
neighbors.， We need help for 
everyone in our family，not just 
the head of the family, ”he said in 
halting English， He appealed to 
the Assembly to“give us help in 
learning to live and become a Part 
of this new country we are in.” 

Hoa Van Truong，chairman of 
the Chinese Indochina 也 enevol- 
ent Association，testified through 
an interpreter that refugees“wish 
to_ get back on their own feet，to 
get back into their professions and 
Careers，to_ become self-sufficient 
and self-determinate.” Many of 
the refugees are skilled but lack 
English skills and licensing，he 
Said. “Dependency on the US is 
just temporary... 工 assure you 
that given the resources from Cali- 
fornia，the refugees wiil become 
productive members of society,” 
he testified

As a youngster living in a small 
Mississippi town，I_ was always 
impressed to _ see the oldqd coal 
burning locomotive as 让 pulled up 
to the dqepot, right in the midqdle of 
the_ business district，and I re- 
member it still. TI would run onut 
the front door of my grandparents”

Numerous pictures hung on the 
wall, including one of my grand- 
father at an association meeting in 
San Francisco，In another，my 
uncle, with lieutenant bars pinned 
proudly to his lapel，stood tall in 
full army uniforn 

On special holidavs and events， 


we travelled to different towns to - 


join _ other Chinese families， 工 - 这 
was a Wedding, the senior Chinese 
would be busy Preparing  a 
banquet for aking. Inside a VEVV 
or American Legion building 
rented by the host, the men would 
roll up their sleeves and，with

Robert Seto Quan，a sociolo- 
gist _ from Alameda who now 
resides 雇 Monterey Park 
southern California，has tried to 
answWer these questions with a new 
illustrated book,Zotus Amomg the 
Magnolias，the Cjinese 训 Miss- 
isSiDPi Di3jpersed， 

Originally written as a doctoral 
thesis while Quan attended Mis- 
Sissippi State University, the book 
has been rewritten in a conversa:- 
tional style:. He said that the idea 
for te book came in a chance 
encounter with local Chinese， 

“While I was a student at 
Mississippi StateIused to overhear 


Converisations of Chinese stu- 
dents speaking and Inoticed 
distinctly that their southern 


accents were Unique， After be- 
friending a few，I was invited to 
their homes and begamn to see that 
here was a small handful of 
Chinese unlike any other Chinese 
thatIhad met，especiajlly the ones 
in San Erancisco， 

“They were isolated in a_ society 
in which your identity was either 
black or white. They didnt have 
access to Chinese cultural centers 
Such as Chinatown， They didnt 
have access to _ Chinese media, 工 
wondered how it was possible that 
these Chinese remained Chinese in 
such an alien world， Quan 
recalled 
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Quan lived in the Mississippi 
Delta for five years，until 1976， 
and has kept close contact with his 
friends there. He conducted over 
300 interviews and was able to live 
with ， the local Chinese and 
became part of their everyday life， 


Unlike a previous book (James | 


Loewen，THhe MississipPi Cjimnese : 
BettOeen Bliack and White) Quan 
feels his work is an in-depth， 
objective study and gives the most 
up-to-dqate information on the 
Chinese in Mississippi from their 
point of view. 

“This is a study of how the 
Chinese came into a :Southern 
biracial caste system, Initially they 
were classified as colored，They 
concertedly worked to create and 
maintain a Mississippi Chinese 
identity. In the process of creating 
this identity they had to become 
assimilated into the southern Mis- 
sissippi Delta society. 

“This meant that they had to 
bring over，intact，families to 
produce a community. They had 
to give up their Chinese religious 
orientation in favor of a white 
Protestant religious orientation， 
Southern Baptist mainly，They 


had to create institutions that ， 
were _ acceptable to _ the white 
Power structure， They cereated 


their own churches and their own 
Schools as a result of discrimina- 
tion and prejudice. With the help 
of the white Baptists，they were 
able to ， become respectable 
people，Quan reported . 

Quan found that the Mississippi 
Chinese walked a thin ght rope 
in a tri-racial community，serving 
as middlemen to Provide services 
for both black and. white wiile 
trying to _ remain neutral poli- 
tically，According to the sociol- 
ogist， the Mississippi “Chinese 
worked hard to Dreserve their own 
Chinese identity. 

PRIDE 

“TI came to find out that the 
strength of the family and the 
passing on of some Chinese、. 
customs and traditions served to 
unify Chinese culture in the Delta. 
They made many of the food 
stuffs 一 Salted fish，salted eggs， 
They cooked Chinese ouisine， 
They even had actual Chinese art 
objects to reinforce their identity 
as Chinese. They- spoke of them- 
selves as Chinese. I_ thought this 
was unique in' a sea of black and 
white,” Quan noted. 

Quan said that many of the

Mississippi Chinese succeeded be- 
cause they stuck to certain values， 
“hard work， thrift， managing 
family，teaching children respect， 
instilling in them the value of 
education，and the need for them 
to become successful and to carTy 
with them the pride of being Chi- 


nese.” 


Like other researchers，Quan 
found that little information was 
recorded on how the MississipPpi 
Chinese settled there. There is the 
theory that ，once the trans- 
coTitinental Trailroad was com- 
pleted，some set UP little- grocery 
Stores-in Mississippi. Some records 
indicate that many of the Chinese 
went to- Mississippi through 
Mexico and through Cuba because 
of the Chinese 屯 xclusion Acts， 
(Eor the first of which 1982 is the 
centennial anniversary.) As mer- 
chants they were allowed to bring 
in their families. 

In another account，a Dutch 


merchant，Cornelius Koopman-- 


schaap, attended an 1869 Planters 
convention in Memphis， Ten- 
nessee， and offered to recruit 
Chinese coolies from Cuangdong 
province to work on the planta- 
tions._ The ， experiment ， failed 
when the steamer docked in New 
Orleans and the Chinese jumped 
ship， Quan said that the Chinese 
hoped to become wealthy men one 
day，but when_ they discovered 
they were to work as cotton 
pickers doing menial labor，they 
fled. Another researcher said that 
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| the 1880 census included 15 
Chinese :field hands near Green- 
ville, Mississippi， 

SUCCESS 
In researching his book，Quan 


rarely used a tape recorder 
he，explained， people 
were less reluctant to talk 让 he 
depended on notes and memor- 
jized quotes，A bachelor at the 
time，he said he often found 
himself in funny situations, facing 
questions whether or not he was 
ready to settle down and 计 bed 
like to meet a “nice Chinese girl 

Quan discovered that.the story 
of the Mississippi Chinese was one 
of success，and one that is dying， 
JIn two small Mississippi com:- 
munities Where :the population 
was almost equal between black 
and white， Chinese _ Americans 
had been elected mayors， Because 
both groups felt that the Chinese 
would represent a fair kind of 
leadership,， both groups suppPorted 
the Chinese mayoral candidates， 
Quan explained， 

Yet the kind of Mississippi 
identity made viable by the early 
Chinese settlers is no longer 
feasible for the third and up- 
coming fourth_generations，Quamn 
noted.

SAN FRANCISCO 一 “We need 
a united political organization 
that can represent and work for 
the Asian/Pacific American comi- 
munity as a whole,”Maeley Tom， 
chair of the Asiam Pacific Caucus 
of the California Democratic 
Party， explained. “Right now 
theres no place people can go 
when they wantto know how the 
Asian/Pacific community feels 
aboutanissue.” 
Organizers of the first statewide 
Asian/Pacific American Demo- 
cratic leadership conference hope 
that just such a voice will emerge 
from “The United Winning Mar- 
gin， a weekend conference to-be 
held in Sacramento from Feb. 12 
to Feb, 14. According to Chinese 
American Democratic Club presi- 
dent Harold Yee, the intent of the 
gathering is to stimulate interest in 
developing 。 Asian ”Democratic 
clubs throughout the state.and to 
link them into a political action 
network.

Another reason for the slow 
political development of Asian 
Americans is that the minority is 
comprised of so many different 
ethnic groups，she said. This lack 
of political strength is the reason 
why Asian/Pacific Americans are 
being phased out of programs for 
minorities, she asserted.

While Yee said that “anyone 
who has allegiances to some sort of 
egalitarian ideals and Some 
dreams of working for the disad- 
vantaged” wouldq register as a
